Herb Treatment. This rocm is manned by two (2) herb doctors, 
including one applying acupuncture, and one (l) nui^e. It is 
always crowded with patients, and seemingly receives approxi- 
mately ten (10) patients a day. Acupuncture is applies free 
of charge. 

This room is manned by an unknown number of personnel vho are 
engaged in receiving food goods to in— patients from their 
hcmie.

3, The Kangw;^n-do Central Hospital charges none for its medical examinations 
and acupuncture. However, it charges for its injection and drugs, in- 
cluding herb medicine. This hospital accepts those patients residing in 
its jurisdictional areas, seemingly including Yangji-ri and Sinp'ung-ni 
(vSnsan-si) , those stranger-patients travelling or temporarilly staying 
in Kan^n-do, and those patients vhose cases are beyond the control of 
miscellaneous dispensaries in the province (To). (NOTE; In this case 
the patient is required to submit to the hospital a certificate issued 
by the pertinent dispensary) . No further information is available con- 
cernii^ hospital charges and hospital jurisdictional areas.

is first required to place his najne and pai*ticulars on the nameAlist 
provided at the information vdndow of the information room. This 
registration is then checked by the information nurse. (NOTE: She 
checks the applicant in his certificate, such as birth certificate, 
student's certificate, citizenship certificate, eroplowent certificate, 
and/or certificate issued by the pertinent dispensary), and thus, the 
consultation ticket is finally issued by the nurse to the patient. 
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
